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Hill County 



Hill County is Montana's eleventh most populous county, with an estimated 
16,568 residents as of July 1, 2007. Havre, the county seat, is the state's eighth 
largest city, with a population estimated at 9,618 in 2007. 1 Other cities and 
towns in Hill County include Box Elder, Hingham, Inverness, Kremlin, and 
Rudyard. Much of the Rocky Boy's Indian Reservation lies within Hill County. 

Hill County has historically depended upon agriculture, and while farming 
and ranching remain vital to the area's economy, the county has become more 
financially diverse, with hospital and health services, education, professional 
and retail business, manufacturing and railroads making significant 
contributions. Havre is the most populous city on Montana's Hi-Line, and 
serves as a wholesale and retail hub for communities within 150 miles. 2
